The United Nations has al- 
ready shown that it is here to 
stay. One proof is the presence 
here of 37 foreign ministers who 
have come from all parts of the 
earth. Another proof is the fact 
that, since its founding, no 
member nation has sought to 
withdraw; and there is a long— 
too long—waiting list of quali- 


fied nations which want to be- 
come members. 

This esteem for the United 
Nations is based on solid accom- 
plishments. 

In the political field, there 
have been moments of triumph, 
as when the United Nations en- 
abled Iran to bring about with- 
drawal the threat of Communist 
subversion.

So, in 1947, they 
made their Rio pact. It recog- 
nized that an armed attack 
against any American state was 
an attack against them all, 

Others followed in that way. 
There was the Brussels pact of 
1948; the North Atlantic treaty 
of 1949; and the Manila pact of 
1954. Now, there are the Lon- 
don and Paris accords of 1954, 
which bring about the begin- 
ning of Western European 
Union, a union long dreamed of 
by men of vision and good will, 
ut which, until now, has eluded 
human grasp. 


On Basic Principle. 

Every one of these collective 
security arrangements embodies 
the basic principle of the United 
Nations Charter, a principle 
which in turn derives from the 
teachings of all the great reli- 
gions, that people have the right 
and the duty to help each other. 

Every one of these. arrange- 
ments gives each of its mem- 
bers much more security than 
it could achieve alone. 

Every one of these arrange- 
ments also gives added security 
even to the non-participants. 
There is less armament, because 
multiplication of armament is 
avoided when the force that 
protects one is equally at the 
service of many. Also, the mili- 
tary power and facilities of a 
coalition tend to become dis- 
tributed and not within the con- 
trol of any single nation. 

In international affairs as in 
domestic affairs, the sharing of 
power is the best safeguard 
against abuse.

United Nations exerts. In ful- 
fillment of the words of Ar- 
thur H. Vanderberg—a name 
never to be forgotten here— 
our General Assembly has be- 
come a “town meeting of the 
world” exercising a guiding 
and enlightening influence on 
the conduct of all nations. 

These achievements explain 
why, throughout the world, the 
United Nations is held in high 
respect. As President FEisen- 
hower said in his opening greet- 
ing to you, the United States 
take pride in its loyal support 
of the United Nations in all 
these manifold activities which 
benefit mankind. 

The vision of the founders 
was indeed a lofty one. They 
met, while war still raged. de- 
termined to save mari:ind 
from the scourge of future 
war. But the Charter they 
wrote does not call for peace 
at any price. The peace of 
the Charter is a peace of jus- 
tice; it is a peace which will 
assure to all nations great and 
small the right to be genuinely 
independent; it is a peace 
which will enable all individu- 
als, however humble, to en- 
joy their God-given right to 
freedom. 

To attain these high goals, the | 
Charter calls upon the nations | 
to work together. Fellowship is 
indeed the essence of the Char- 
ter. No solitary effort could 
win for any nation the Charter’s 
goals. Collective effort is 
needed to preserve freedom. 
Without collective strength des- 
potism would have free rein; the 
rights of nations would be tram- 
pled under foot, and human be- 
ings would be made slaves. 

The founders of the United 
Nations endowed the Charter 
with the flexibility needed to 
keep alive this concept of col- 
lective effort that these unpre- 
dictable times demand. A secure 
peace still eludes us. But that 
spirit of collective effort im- 
plicit in the Charter, if prac- 
ticed in good faith and with 
creative will, can guide us to- 
ward the ultimate goal of man 
—peace with freedom. 

Abuse of Veto Power. 

We all know that certain of 


the activities of the United Na- | 


tions have been gravely ham- 
pered by the use—abuse—of 
veto power in the Security 
Council. This has prevented 
the Security Council from dis- 
charging many of its intended 
functions. Also, the Security 
Council has never brought into 
being the security force which 
it was supposed to command. 
The reason is that the members 
have not sufficiently trusted 
each other to make it practica- 
ble for them to unite their 
forces. 

Happily, the framers of the 
Charter realized the limitations 
under which the security coun- 
cil might operate. They did not 
require the members to risk

They have 
attacked no nation; they have 
threatened no nation; and they 
thwart no nation that does not 
covet the land and peoples 
over which collective security 
stands guar@

Pass a Reserve Bill 

The nation’s hopes for a strong military re- 
serve depend almost entirely upon a new com- 
promise bill that a House Armed Services sub- 
committee has hammered out. Chairman Carl 
Vinson of Georgia savs it will reach the House 
Tuesda\ But Representative Adam Powell, 
who represents the Harlem district of Manhat- 
tan, and who torpedoed the first reserve bill two 
weeks ago, now declares that he is going to 
scuttle this new bill—unless his anti-segregation 
amendment is accepted. 

Although this nation already is far, far behind 
in creating the essential reserve that its defense 
requires, and although President Eisenhower, 
Congressmen, military leaders and civilians have 
been stressing the dangers in delay. Represen- 
tative Powell prefers purblind politics to plain 
patriotism. And he undoubtedly knows now, as 
he did when he sank the first bill, that his 
amendment will do little if anything toward 
ending segregation but plenty toward ending 
House consideration for the bill 

The Powell amendment would bar assignment 
of reservists to National Guard units in the 
Southern states which segregate their militia 
His amendment brought out so many Southern 
Congressmen against the first measure that the 
bill had to be pigeon-holed. The same amend- 
ment would scuttle the new reserve measure 

The new measure is almost the same as the 
old one with the major exception that the Na- 
tional Guard is !eft out of consideration com- 
pletely. Yet Mr. Powell believes there still is 
a loophole through which he ean inject his ant 


segregation clause. That is going very far-afield 
hamstring a measure upon which the nations 
fate might some day depend, 

President Eisenhower has gone so far as to 
write Congressman Powell and ask him not to 
block the’ new bill Mr. Powell's reply is that 
he is more determined than ever to. put through 
his anti-segregation amendment or prevent pas- 
sage of the measure 

As President, Mr. Eisenhower has shown him- 
self to be a stanch opponent of segregation in 
the military services. Hence it is even more 
difficult to understand why Mr. Powell continues 
his uncompromising stand.

While the answer obviously is important to 
those who have a direct financia! stake in Mr. 
Baine’s company, it also is of more than passing 
importance to every St. Louis taxpayer. It ought 
to be a municipal concern, and this is why 

Most of Mr. Baine’s busses and streetcars flow 
into the central business district, which produces 
a substantial part of St. Louis’s real estate taxes 
If downtown deteriorates—either because pecple 
can't get into it with their automobiles, or be- 
cause they won't ride Mr. Baine’s vehicles—the 
loss of property values will be reflected in higher 
taxes throughout the city. 

Mr. Baine’s answer is better merchandising— 
selling mass transit services by such devices as 
extra-fare express service and the like. In that 
area Public Service Co. has done a good job, 
and this has helped to keep it solvent. But on 
a system-wide basis patronage is still dwindling 
and ordinary service is still being cut. 

Perhaps the difficulty lies not so much with 
the merchandising as with the merchandise. In 
rush hours busses — “express’’ or regular — are 
cramped and overloaded and, what is worse, they 
are caught in the eternal traffic jam. If they 
average 10 miles an hour around 8 am. and 5 
p.m. they are doing fine 

If Mr. Baine could put his busses on rails and 
run them over the railroad rights-of-way that 
fan out in all directions from downtown, he 
would have something to merchandise: speed’ 
He could get you where you were going perhaps 
twice as fast as by automobile and a lot safer. 

Failing that, the answer might be to give the 
busses a private right-of-way in the streets—a 
line to themselves. If speed can do what better

For Clean Campaign Funds 

Most politicians favor one feature of Senator 
Thomas C. Hennings’s proposed new campaign 
spending rules They like the higher ceilings 
These would spare national committeemen the 
necessity of pretending that, so far as they know, 
a $100,000,000 campaign cost little more than 
the now legally sanctioned $6,000,000 

But some of them do not at all like the Hen 
nings bill’s provision for early and full reporting 
of every cent spent. They would rather have un- 
counted shadow committees spending uncounted 
dollars as the law now allows. But a man who 
periodically appeals for votes cannot say this 
frankly. The Republican minority on the Rules 
Committee, including Senator Jenner and Sena- 
tor McCarthy, just calls the measure “cumber- 
some.” It has nonetheless been reported favorably 

For those who believe their political spending 
is nobody's business, the mildest restrictions on 
slush funds must seem cumbersome But the 
voter hardly sees it that way Nor is he im 
pressed by the argument that an accounting of 
funds locally collected for federal office-seekers 
is an intolerable federal invasion of local author! 
tv, and that a ban on spending not approved by 
the candidate would violate the constitutional 
rights of repudiated supporters. 

As Washington Post publisher Philip L. Gra- 
ham suggests, the sources of a campaign fund are 
even more significant than its amount. It is an 
old story that far too much campaign money 
comes from the underworld and favor-seekers. 

Mr. Graham's answer to the problem is more 
novel but it, too, is not brand new. He urges $5 
contributions by voters to the party of their 
choice. Beardsley Rum) asked just such gifts for 
Adlai Stevenson in 1952. The Post-Dispatch has 
more than once suggested that millions of indi- 
vidual $5 contributions—or even $1 contributions 
~—-could meet the need without the unsavory im- 
plications and obligations now forced on even 
the most honorable candidates. In 1952 a dollar 
from every voter would have given the Republi- 
can National Committee $33,000,000 and the 
Democrats $27,000,000—enough for the shorter 
campaigns made possible by radio and television. 

A poll’ shows that at least 16,000,000 families 
are ready to make $5 contributions. Americans 
dig into their pockets for everything from the

Bulganin and Nehru on China 

Those whe habitually view Nehru with alarm 
no doubt will find further evidence for their 
suspicions in the declaration issued at the end 
of his visit to Moscow. This will surely be cited 
as more proof that Nehru has been taken into 
camp. In fact, however, there is [little in the 
declaration that is new, and little to which the 
United States itself cannot subscribe. 

The only significant points of possible conflict 
with American policy are the Bulganin-Nehru 
statements on Formosa and admission of Red

Can the United States legitimately oppose that 
objective? Certainly not. We may properly argue

Efforts of associates to 
obtain his release on bail have been unavailing. 
New York Immigration District Director Edward 
J. Shaughnessy announced that Mr. Belfrage 
was beinz kept in prison because he is “actively 
engaged in policies which we think involve na- 
tional security.” 

The Post-Dispatch holds no brief for Cedric 
Belfrage nor do we indorse his views or those 
of his weekly which continues to appear from 
the hands of James Aronson. But we’see a threat 
to our democratic institutions, far worse than 
any emanating potentially from him, if men can 
be thrown into prison and held there week after 
week without bail and not under grand jury 
charge.

With stockmen and oil men avid to break in, Interior Depart- 
ment: is studying which refuges to abandon: Secretary McKay 
could: do it with a stroke of the pen; and three of five re- 
gional Fish and Wildlife directors favor forfeitures to states.

By merely signing a typewritten or- 
der, one man can -wipe out great na- 
tional wildlife refuges. In the same way, 


he may open the gate to oil drillers, 


stockmen, rocket shooters, or others 
who would overrun them. This appoint- 
ed official can take such action without 
hearings, advance public notice or dis- 
cussion. Who is the man with such life 
—and death—power over our Federal 
wildlife refuge system? He’s Secretary 
of Interior Douglas McKay, ex-Governor. 
At least 40 refuges appear to be in 
immediate jeopardy.

Where the Antelope Play 


On June 2, last year, ‘‘afier six weeks 
of intensive study and investigation,” 
the team reported. There’s no question 
of the integrity and good intentions of 
the men in that group. But the fuse 
that can blow the main demolition 
charge is this statement by the team: 
“There are certain existing refuges the 
continued maintenance of which under 
Federal control seems of doubtful 
value.” 

That gave Interior the springboard to 
make the next jump. Early this year, a 
directive went out to the Regional Di- 
rectors of the Fish and Wildlife Service 
to “study” refuges, with a plain sugges- 
tion of abandoning any “of doubtful 
value.” 

That “survey team’ may or may not 
have known that three of the five re- 
gional directors of the Fish and Wild- 
life Service already, either by act or 
statement, have shown positively their 
inclination to move out of large federal 
wildlife refuges and let other interests 
take over 

The Sheldon Refuge in Nevada was 
one of the first areas to be dedicated to 
protecting vanishing wildlife. 

Nearby Hart Mountain in southeast- 
ern Oregon was made into a refuge be- 
cause many of the antelope move back 
and forth between it and the Sheldon, 
finding good kidding grounds and sum- 
mer range. In 1919 some 200 antelopes 


were counted; now there are 6000 to 
7000 head using the two refuges. 

These two refuges are in Region 1 of 
the Fish and Wildlife Service. Regional 
Director is Leo J. Laythe. He said 
frankly he was inclined “to turn them 
over to the states for management.” 

If you know the pattern of western 
states’ politics you realize how stock- 
men dominate the scene. After 20 years 
of range and wildlife management, the 
Sheldon and Hart Mountain areas look 
like a “cow paradise” to stockmen. 


Last Step to Surrendér 


The forage has come back since over- 
loading ended; your money and mine 
has built excellent watering places. It 
would be slick to have this area subject 
to local politics and pressures. 

Men who know how state lands have 
been handled in the past figure that 
“turning the refuges over to the states 
for management” would just be one in 
a series of steps toward a surrender to 
grazing interests which even the best- 
a department couldn’t ward 
off. 

In Nevada a driving campaign is on 
to get the “‘federals” out of the Sheldon 
Range. ° 

Are stockmen behind this’ 

I have indicated only a few of the 
refuges that are in jeopardy. They set 
the over-all pattern of what appears to 
be a general movement to dismember 
our national game refuges. 

There are whisperings that the Na- 
tional Bison Range in western Montana, 
the National Elk Refuge in Jackson 
Hole, Wyoming, the Sullys Hill Refuge 
in North Dakota are likely to be classed 
as of “doubtful value” in the federal 
wildlife lands. 

In Oregon and northern California, 
there’s a hell-roaring campaign to wipe 
out the last of that most vital key area 
in the Pacific Coast flyway—the Kla- 
math and Tule Lake Refuges. 


A Policy of Sell-Out? 


If this area is blotted out as a wildlife 
sanctuary, the center is knocked out of 
the whole Pacific Flyway—no less. 

On other refuges, oil interests have 
tried to get in to drill. An “order” that 
would have allowed this reportedly got 
as far as the desk of Secretary of the 
Interior McKay. 

This move became public knowledge. 
Protests were made. As this is written, 
the order is believed to be on that desk, 
perhaps “cooling off” and ready for 
action later. 

There's enough evidence on this issue 
for sportsmen and conservationists over 
the nation to demand that the Secretary 
of the Interior define his policy on our 
national wildlife refuges.

There Never Was a Davy Crockett 
William T. Polk in the’ Greensboro (N. C.) Daily News 


The more we hear about Davy Crock- 
ett the more suspicious we get. He is 
said to have been born in three states 
—Tennessee, North Carolina and Frank- 
lin—thus bettering the record of An- 
drew Jackson, who was born in only two. 

We have concluded, on the historical 
evidence, that Mr. Crockett was not 
born at all. No birth certificate. No 
death certificate.

He is known as “king of the wild 
frontier,” but there is no record of his 
coronation.

Of Horses and Men 


PENNILESS BLUES, by Mel Heimer. (G. P. Putnam's 

Sons, 311 pgs., $3.50.) 

The real dream of every serious horse- 
player who ever lived, in the opinion 
of Tommy Fellows, trumpet player, seri- 
ous horseplayer and narrator of “Pen- 
niless Blues,” is to have a beast out 
there on the turf wearing his colors 
and running in his name. This is the 
story of that ambition realized by four 
avid turf fans. Its real hero is Penni- 
less, the big gray tummler (which for 
those whose Yiddish is slight or non- 
existent connotes a brash and bold 
spirit). Penniless, bought at auction by 
four relatively poverty-stricken people 
whose only common tie is the love of 
horseflesh, becomes the Cinderella 
horse of the year and brings to his 
proud owners fame, fortune and inevi- 
tably, pain. 


Mel Heimer, the author of “Penniless 
Blues,” takes the reader for a tour of 
the world which revolves around Bel- 

mont, Saratoga and 
Aqueduct, whose 
denizens lull them- 
selves to sleep at 
night doping the 
next day’s races 
and who are looked 
upon as anti-social 
by the rest of the 
population because 
they realize it is 
next to impossible 
to waste time in 
the usual kind of 
social intercourse 
and still have 
leisure left for the 
important things. 
Mr. Heimer is a knowledgeable guide, 
combining an evident appreciation of 
the track with a rather objective atti- 
tude towards its magnetism. His book, 
light-hearted on the surface, has an un- 
dertone of nostalgic longing for the fact 
that life isn't always made up of daily 
doubles and long shots who run first. 

Since three of the four owners of 
Penniless are entertainers, struggling 
for a toehold on the ladder to stardom, 
“Penniless Blues” might be termed on 
another level a comparative study of 
the ingredients of success—what makes 
a champion in the world of horses and 
what makes a headliner in the field of 
entertainment? The conclusion seems 
to be that merit looms larger as a fac- 
tor at Belmont than it does on Broad- 
way.

South African Poet 

Sa SCTED POEMS, by Roy Campbell. 

The poems of Roy Campbell are not 
very well known in this country, yet 
this fiery South African was once hailed 
in England as a “modern Byron.” Edith 
Sitwell called him a “poetic tornado” 
a Dylan Thomas a “poet of genius.” 
Truth to tell, Campbell was all of these 
things as @ young man, a poet of severe- 
ly classic approach expressing himself 
with the fierce fervor of youth. Now in 
his 50s, he has virtually teased to pro- 
duce any major work. Perhaps the 
trouble lay in his extremist views, which 
were as changeable as a weathervane. 
Once an entrenched freethinker, he 
turned confirmed Catholic, followed by 
a long stay in Spain and conversion to 
Fascism. These things are behind him 
now, but so, too, alas, is the brilliant 
imagist of “The Flaming Terrapin.” The 
best of Campbell’s verse is in this vol- 
ume, and it is worth the attention of any 
reader who has wearied of the opaque 
obscurities of modern verse. At its best, 
Campbell's writing is vigorous, violent 
and sparkling with brilliance. Here, for 
example, is his sardonic quatrain on 
South African novelists, which can as 
well be applied here as there, and now 
as then: P 

You praise the firm restraint with 

which they write— 

I'm with you there, of course: 

They use the snaffle and the curb all 

right, 
But where's the bloody horse?

“The ‘only adequate answer to

“To ask that atomic weapons 
be abandoned is to ask that time 
be turned backward. In the 
event of ultimate need, no na- 
tion can deny itself the full use 
of its available strength.”

To bring the cold war to an 
end, seven points are not need- 
ed: this one is sufficient. 

It is in that spirit that we 
go to Geneva, and we hope to 
find that spirit shared. 

If so, we can find there new 
procedures, or at least develop 
a new impetus, which will help 
to solve some of these vast and 
stubborn problems that. still 
confront us. 

Spirit at Geneva. 


We shall not, at 
sume to act as a world directo- 
rate with the right to determine 
the destinies of others. Good 
solutions do not come from a 
mood. We shall seek to find 
procedures such that all nations 
directly concerned can fully as- 
sert whatever rights and views 
they have. 

In other words, 
to carry into the Geneva con- 
ference the spirit which has 
been generated by this com- 
memorative gathering of 60 na- 
tions. The sentiments which 
Nave been here expressed can 
inspire new strength, new de- 
termination, and a new spirit of 
fidelity to the principles of the 
United Nations founders. 

In conclusion, I can do no bet- 
ter than to cite the pledge made 
here last Monday by the Presi- 
dent of the United States:

HAT would we do without 
W condiments? Upon them 

largely depends our “relish” 
for foods. Good cookery calls 
for seasoning. Naturally, salt, 
followed perhaps by pepper, is 
more generally used than others 
on the long list of seasonings 
now available.

HAT very funny satire-burlesque on the summer bache- 
T lor, “THE SEVEN YEAR ITCH,” which was such a hit 

on Broadway with Tom Ewell as star—it is still going 
strong there after two and a half years—has been trans- 
Wy ferred to the CinemaScope screen in a 

ba bright and hugely entertaining produc- 
tion which opens this afternoon at the 
ST. LOUIS THEATER, 

Now Ewell again plays the nervous pub- 
lisher’s assistant who has always been 
faithful to his wife in the seven years of 
their marriage, in spite of his fervid 

imaginings of himself as a man at whom women passionately 
fling themselves, but who is sorely tempted when his wife 
and son go to the seashore and a blonde from the apartment 
upstairs drifts or, in this case, waggles into his ken. Here 
again Ewell’s skillful playing of the man caught between 
brave dreams of being a Don Juan and his own timidity and 
elastic conscience is quite adroit. And the material from the 
screenplay by George Axelrod, writer of the play, and Direc- 
tor Billy Wilder has kept it keenly amusing; even added a 
few zany touches, such as making one of the satiric day- 
dreams of the hero’s a burlesque of the mad making-love-in- 
the-surf sequence of “From Here to Eternity,” or having the 
wife tolerantly accuse Ewell of lately having his fantasies 
in “CinemaScope with stereophonic sound.” 

It is in having Marilyn Monroe as the girl from upstairs 
that Wilder has gotten beyond the track of comedy into sen- 
sationalism. When she makes her’first appearance in a 
dotted summer dress into which she could only have been 
poured, it becomes palpable that this is going to be a shrewd 
exploitation by the director of sheer sex, instead of merely 
a breathless ingenue type of wench who is not so naive as 
she sounds. We have here an animated Petty drawing in all 
sorts of Petty poses, as improbable as all the others of the 
hero's fantasies, although this is supposed to be so real it 
scares him. This ravishing, voluptuous creature (and Miss 
Monroe can be radiant) out of the pages of Esquire is shown 
in a slinky evening gown, in what might be described as 
lounging tights, in a low decolette summer frock which needs 
the straps tied, in the bathtub with an attendant plumber 
(Victor Moore), in a voluminous nightgown, dipping potato 
chips in champagne and laughing merrily or being cute in a 
melting baby voice. All while the hero pants and flutters. 

What she is laughing at is probably the movie produc- 
tion code. This has been technically placated by having the 
girl spend the night only platonically—and innocently—in 
the summer bachelor’s apartment, vice versa to the play, and 
by such minor film excisions as that of the incident in which 
the plumber retrieves his fallen wrench from the bathtub. 
But the net result, while it gets by the rules, is ten times 
@s brashly and designedly sexy as the play ever thought 
of being. 

Sonny Tufts does a clever bit as the playboy friend of 
the family whom Ewell's guilty imagination indignantly 
‘builds up as a menace to his wife. Robert Strauss is too 
Yioronic as the janitor, and Oscar Homolka too thick and 
stolid as a psychiatrist. Evelyn Keyes is the wife, and Mar- 
guerite Chapman and Roxanne do nice bits as dream girls. 


John and Lana Completely at Sea 


Drawling, laconic John Wayne has certainly never sug- 
gested the Prussian type to me, but, implausible or not, that 
is what he plays in “THE SEA CHASE,” in CinemaScope, at 
the FOX. He is a stern career German naval officer who 
was eased out of the service because of 
his outspoken opposition to Naziism and 
forced to take over a lowly freighter. But, 
when World War II is declared, his bitter- 
ness is overweighed by his patriotism, and 
he goes through all sorts of harrowing risks 
and clever seamanship to try to take his 
ship back to Germany from Australia so 
the British can’t seize her. 

That those responsible—Director John Farrow and 
writers James Warner Bellah and John Twist—never had 
too much faith in the muddy dramatic values of this chase 
{is indicated early when Lana Turner is gotten aboard the 
ship and into the story as an advénturess, a German agent, 
fleeing Australia. Miss Turner’s dramatic assets consist 
chiefly of posing on the bridge in a low-cut dress and there- 
by disturbing the crew, and of keeping her stomach in while 
breathing hard. The dialogue has too many such gems as 
Mr. Wayne, harried over the death of one of his hard-driven 
crew, exclaiming, “I've been trying to play God!” He looks 
to me as if he'd be much more at home on a horse.

IKE Martha of Biblical times, 

Mrs. Eugene Grimm believes 

in serving the cause of Chris- 
tianity from the kitchen. 

For 15 years, without receiv- 
ing a cent of salary, Mrs. Grimm 
has been preparing food and 
washing dishes for church din- 
ners. She never plans her week 
without looking at the church 
bulletin to see what evenings 
she'll be needed and she won't 


go on vacation until church 
functions slow down for the 
summer. Her husband, a church 


deacon and Sunday school su- 
perintendent approves. 

A long-time member of Lafa- 
yette Park Baptist Church, Mrs. 
Grimm has become the unsala- 
ried, unofficial head of the 
church kitchen. She also caters 
meals at the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, again 
serving without pay. 

“I think Christian fellowship 
is an important part of religion,” 
she said. “People love to eat, 
and if I can help win them to 
the church with good fellowship 
and good food, my work won't 
be in vain.” 

Sometimes, Mrs. Grimm does 
all the work alone. More fre- 
quently, she takes her “team” 
with her, six or seven volun- 
teers from the church. Often, 
the husbands come along too, 
and help make the coffee or 
scrub the pots and pans. 

Members of the ‘“‘team” work 
so’ well together that Mrs. 
Grimm seldom has to call them 
to report at a certain time. They 
read the church bulletin too— 
and when a dinner is scheduled, 
they simply show:'up and start 
to work. 

“IT get the bulletin on Fri- 
day,” Mrs. Grimm said, ‘and 
then I plan my week. Now to- 
night we go to prayer meeting. 
Tomorrow night my husband 
and I go visiting for the church. 
The next evening, there’s a wed- 
ding at the church and I'll serve 
that. Then Saturday morning at 
8, I'll start work on buying the 
meat and making the potato 
salad and slaw for a brother- 
hood barbecue that night. At 
2:30 in the afternoon I'll serve 
a wedding reception and then 
I'll go from there out to the 
barbecue grounds and help 
serve.”

thing gets on the table,” 
Grimm said. “But when the 
other ladies ask me how to pre- 
pare something, I tell them to 
do just as they would in their 
own kitchens. 

“You know the secret of get- 
ting along with others you work 
with is not to boss them. They're 
good cooks and good workers 
and they know what to do.” 

However, Mrs. Grimm, a 
“pinch of this and pinch of 
that” variety of cook, who never 
consults a cookbook, does have 
her own specialties. Rolls, for 
instance, are always her depart- 
ment and she long ago lost 
count of the number she had 
prepared. She also is known 
for her delicious potato salad. 

Buiscuits are another of her 
specialties and every Thanksgiv- 
ing morning she's at the church 
at 5 o'clock to start making bis- 
cuits for the traditional 6:30 
o'clock church breakfast.

What's left over 
from a dinner other than a 
church function goes into the 
church kitchen fund.

dishes to the men. They want 
meat and potatoes and if they 
don't get them, they think 
you've forgotten how to cook.” 

In all the time she has been 
preparing and serving meals, 
Mrs. Grimm can count on the 
fingers of one hand the times 
she has run short and has had 
to send her husband or another 
willing worker to the grocery 
for last-minute purchases 

She can't remember when a 
dish was ever ruined or a cake 
ever fell, or the biscuits were 
ever burned. She doesn't re- 
member receiving a cut finger 
or a blister.

The jack holding, 
South then cashed the ace of 
clubs, led his low trump to the 
king, ruffed a club, then led out 
the king. ace and 10 of dia- 
monds West saw what was 
brewing, but he also saw there 
was no escape.
